This,  my  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  to  you,  has  been  compiled  in 
accordance  with  requirements  of  Circular  1728  tEngland),  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  under  date  25th  October,  1938. 

The  Report  is  in  the  usual  form.  Under  the  heading  Inspection 
and  Supervision  of  Food  the  detailed  particulars  of  carcases  inspected  and 
condemned  are  presented  in  the  tabular  form  prescribed  by  the  Circular. 

Each  of  the  constituent  areas  is  reported  on  in  detail  with  a summary 
of  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  usual.

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As  from  April  1st,  1934,  the  East  Kent  (No.  2)  United  District  has 
comprised  : — 


The  Rural  District  of  Dover;  and 
The  Rural  District  of  Kastry. 

The  District  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  sea  between  Herne  Bay 
and  Margate  Borough  and  the  boundary  of  Margate  Borough,  on  the  east 
by  the  Boundary  of  Ramsgate  Borough,  the  sea  between  Ramsgate 
Borough  and  Deal  Borough,  the  boundary  of  Deal  Borough  and  the  sea 
between  Deal  Borough  and  Dover  Borough,  on  the  south  by  the  boundary 
of  Dover  Borough,  the  sea  between  Dover  Borough  and  Folkestone 
Borough,  and  the  boundary  of  Folkestone  Borough,  and  on  the  west  by 
the  boundaries  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Klham  and  Bridge-Blean.  The 
Borough  of  Sandwich  is  enclosed  by  the  Kastry  Rural  District. 

The  surface  is  irregularly  undulating  and  is  traversed  by  the  Rivers 
Stour  and  Dour.  The  District  is  highest  at  the  north  and  south  parts 
and  lowest  in  the  Marsh  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Stour. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  admirably  and  simply 
shown  in  the  sectional  plan  given  in  the  East  Kent  Regional  Planning 
Scheme  (Abercrombie  and  Archibald).  In  brief,  it  is  as  follows  : There 
is  a continuous,  thick  bed  of  Chalk  immediately  underlying  the  surface 
of  the  entire  District  and  resting  on  a thinner  bed  of  Gault  Clay  also 
continuous  under  the  whole  District.  This  is  superimposed  on  a bed 
of  Lower  Greensand  of  varying  thickness  which  overlies  a thin  bed  of 
Wealden  formation  under  which,  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  District,  is 
fnterposed  a massive  wedge  of  Jurassic  rocks  overlying  a bowl-shaped 
mass  of  the  Coal  Measures  (Transitional  and  Middle)  which  is  situated 
below  the  central  part  of  the  area  and  rests  directly  on  the  Carboniferous 
Limestone. 

The  Surface  Geology  is  varied.  An  extensive  deposit  of  alluvium 
occupies  the  Stour  Valley  portion  of  the  District.  Mostly  Marsh  land, 
this,  for  some  90%  is  pasture  and  the  remainder  arable.  Extending  north 
from  Deal  to  the  mouth  of  the  River  Stour  is  an  area  of  Blown  Sand  some 
4 miles  wide.  On  this  are  situated  the  three  famous  Golf  Links — Royal 
St.  George’s,  Royal  Cinque  Ports,  and  Prince’s.  The  extensive  sands  of 
the  fore-shore  in  this  area  are  frequented  by  thousands  of  persons  during 
the  summer  for  bathing  and  other  recreations. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  high  ground  adjoining  the  Stour  Valley, 
especially  to  the  south,  is  covered  by  a layer  of  Thanet  and  Woolwich 
Beds,  forming  some  of  the  richest  agricultural  land  in  the  District. 

Underlying  the  Dover  Rural  Area  is  a rich  deposit  of  iron  ore. 
Throughout  the  area  there  are  many  deposits  of  Brick-earth,  Flints, 
Gravel  and  Sand.  The  land  is  mainly  arable  and  pasture,  there  are 
several  patches  of  Woodland.  Coal  is  being  worked  at  Betteshanger, 
Snowdown  and  Tilmanstone,  in  the  Eastry  Rural  District.

Once  again  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  below  that  for  the 
Country  as  a whole. 

It;  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a complete  reversal  of  last  year’s 
figures;  therel  is  a marked  diminution  in  both  the  number  of  births  and  in 
the  birth  rate  in  the.  Dover  District,  while  both  the  number  of  births  and 
the  birth  rate  in  the  Eastry  District  show  a marked  increase.  Unfortun- 
ately, this  increase  in  the  Eastry  District  does  not  offset  the  fall  in  the 
Dover  District. 

Deaths. 

During  the  year  the  nett  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the 
District  was  308 — 154  Males  and  154  Females.  The  population  estimated 
by  the  Registrar-  General,  on  which  the  Death  Rate  is  calculated  is  33,199, 
producing  a Death  Rate  for  the  District  of  9.2  per  1,000  population. 
This  is  below  the  Rate  for  1937,  and  is  well  below  the  Rate  for  the 
Country  as  a whole.  The  tabular  statement  below  shows  the  particulars 
of  the  deaths  in  both  the  constituent  areas.

I have  analysed  the  “ Registrars  ” Returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  for 
the  year  with  the  results  shown  in  the  above  Table. 


The  “ Natural  Increase  ” — 161 — in  the  population,  due  to  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  shows  a rise  on  that  for  1937.  Once  again  the 
greater  part  of  the  increase  occurred  in  the  Eastry  District.  The  total 
number  of  births  remained  practically  stationary  but  the  deaths  decreased 
slightly  in  number.  The  births  in  the  Dover  area  however,  decreased 
considerably,  with  the  result  that  the  “ Natural  Increase  ” in  that  area 
was  very  considerably  lowered. 


155  of  the  total  births,  or  33%,  and  40  of  the  deaths,  or  12.9% 
occurred  among  the  Mining  population.  The  “ Natural  Increase  ” in 
that  population  was  111,  while  the  “ Natural  Increase  ” in  the  indigenous 
population  was  46.

Tuberculosis,  1938. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  again  a fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infections  Diseases 
notified  during  the  year.  Scarlet  fever  was  not  so  prevalent  and  the 
total  of  Tuberculosis  cases  fell  also. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

35  cases  were  notified,  8 in  the  Dover  area  and  27  in  the  Kastry  area. 


Diphtheria. 

23  cases  were  notified,  4 in  the  Dover  area  and  19  in  the  Kastry 
area.  The  cases  in  the  Dover  area  occurred  among  members  of  a boys’ 
camp  and  the  disease  was  contracted  in  Kondon  from  whence  the  boys 
came.  16  of  the  Kastry  cases  arose  at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution 
at  Kastry  among  the  inmates.  One  other  case  was  probably  infected 
from  these.  The  other  two  cases  were  sporadic  in  origin. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Five  cases  were  notified,  2 in  the  Dover  area  and  3 in  the  Kastry  area. 


Tuberculosis. 

40  cases  against  48  in  1937,  were  notified.  vSeveral  of  the  new  cases 
notified  ^vere  of  persons  who'  came  to  the  District  from  other  areas  v-here 
they  had  originally  developed  the  disease. 


Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 


The  one  case  notified  was  doubtful  in  nature. 
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Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Regulations  in  regard  to  tuber- 
culous employees  in  the  Milk  Trade  during  the  year  1938.

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Authorities  for  this 
in  the  District.  Health  Visitors,  employed  by  the  County  Authorities, 
visit  the  District. 


Midwives. 

The  control  of  these  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Authority. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  for  examination  is  submitted  to  the  County  Labora- 
tory, Maidstone,  as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Hospitals. 

Tuberculosis. — There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Maternity. — There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Children. — There  are  no  Hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  children  in 
the  District. 
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General. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  situated  in  the  District.  Cases 
from  the  different  areas  requiring  Hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  the 
Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  and  the  Dover 
Hospital.  Of  these  the  chief  is  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
situated  at  Canterbury. 

There  is  an  X-Ray  Department,  and  the  Staff  includes  a trained 
Masseuse  and  Electrician. 

The  new  Hospital  built  at  Canterbury  was  opened  in  1937. 

There  appears  to  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  treatment  w'hen  required. 

Fever. 

Dover  R.D.  has  no  Isolation  Hospital  of  its  own.  Cases  of  infectious 
diseases  are  removed  to  the  Dover  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment. 

The  Eastry  R.D.  Isolation  Hospital  has  now  been  closed.  Cases  of 
infectious  disease  will,  by  arrangement,  be  removed  to  the  Dover  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Smallpox. 

Cases  of  this  disease  which  may  arise  in  the  District  will  in  future 
be  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Dover  Borough  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Poulton. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

None  exist  in  the  District.  The  County  Authorities  arrange  for 
I\Iaternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work,  the  treatment  of  School  Children  and 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease. 


General  Matters. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  provided  by  each  of  the  Authorities,  a supply 
being  made  to  each  practitioner;  renewal  on  application. 

Up  to  the  present,  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests 
in  Diphtheria  and  vScarlet  Fever,  nor  has  any  scheme  of  immunization 
been  carried  out. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. 

This  matter  has  been  a question  of  some  concern  to  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  for  a considerable  period. 
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Karl}^  in  the  year,  a meeting  of  Medical  men  held  at  Maidstone,  was 
addressed  on  the  subject  by  the  M.O.H.  for  Heston  and  Isle  worth.  In 
this  District  active  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
carried  on  for  some  time.  The  meeting  was  much  impressed  b}''  the 
volume  of  evidence  in  favour  of  the  procedure. 

In  April,  a Coiiference  of  Medical  Officers  or  Health  in  the  County 
was  convened  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  further  to  consider  the 
matter.  This  Conference  appointed  a Sub-committee  to  go  thoroughly 
into  the  subject  and  report  as  to  its  conclusions.  I was  honoured  by 
being  made  Chairman  of  this  Committee. 

A great  volume  of  information  on  the  subject  from  man_v  areas 
was  considered  carefully  by  the  Committee  and  the  following  conclusions 
were  reported.  I have  had  to  summarise  these  conclusions  very  briefly. 

(a) .  There  is  now  no-  doubt  that  active  immunisation,  properly  carried 
out,  is  highly  effective  in  protecting  the  individual  against  Diphtheria. 
In  the  few  instances  in  which  Diphtheria  has  been  reported  as  occurring 
in  an  immunised  person,  the  infection  has  mostly  been  of  the  “ gravis  ” 
type,  despite  which  the  attack  has  never  proved  to  be  severe.  The 
injection  of  the  prophylactic  recommended  practically  never  produces  any 
untoward;  effects, 

(b) .  To  be  really  effective  the  procedure  must  be  carried  out  generally 
throughout  an  area. 

(c) .  With  this  in  view,  the  Committee  considers  that  the  County 
authority  should  take  an  active  part  in  institutin.g  a general  scheme. 
Possibly,  the  most  effective  help  would  be  by  bearing  a proportion  of 
the  cost  involved. 

(d) .  That  the  best  results  are  .shown  to  be  from  the  immunisation 
of  the  younger  children.  Hence  the  procedure  should  at  first  be  con- 
fined to  children  under  school  leaving  age,  special  attention  being  directed 
to  endeavouring  to  ensure  the  immunisation  of  as  many  as  possible  of 
the  age  group  1 to  5 years  of  age  in  which  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
is  greatest. 

(e) .  Propaganda  work  could  usefully  be  carried  on  by  well  informed 
.school  teachers  and  at  meetings  of  the  various  W^omen’s  Institutes  which 
exist  throughout  the  County. 

(f) .  C-:«st  is  rather  difficult  to  evaluate,  but  a maximum  cost  for  the 
County  can  be  arrived  at. 

If  the  ideal  100%  immunisation  were  attained,  it  would  involve  the 
treatment  of  some  20,000  children  annually  (this  being  the  average 
number  born  annually  in  the  County).  This  would  entail  an  ex])enditure 
of  roughly  £6,000  p.a.  for  the  entire  County.  This  100%,  however, 
will  never  be  attained,  even  approximately. 
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Against  this  must  be  considered  the  annual  cost  of  actual  Di])htheria 
cases  in  the  County.  During  the  past  10  years  there  has  been  an  average 
of  1,354  cases  of  Diphtheria  per  annum  in  the  Count}".  The  minimum 
cost  of  these  can  be  estimated,  conservatively,  at  417,000  i>er  annum. 
And,  each  year,  71  deaths  have  occurred  from  the  disease  even  with 
modern  methods  of  treatment. 

It  would  thus  appear  that  there  would  be  an  annual  economy  of 
411,000.  This  would  not  actually  be  the  case  for  tliere  would  undoubtedly 
still  be  some  cases  of  Diphtheria.  Nevertheless,  there  would  be  a very 
considerable  saving  effected  which  would  increase  annually  as  immunisation 
became  more  general. 

No  primary  vaccinations  and  no  re- vaccinations  were  performed  by 
the  IMedical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Preven- 
tion) Regulations,  1917. 

Notifications  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  both  notifiable  and  non- 
notifiable,  are  received  from  various  schools  where  cases  may  occur,  and 
appropriate  steps  are  taken  to  advise  Head  Teachers  in  regard  to  outbreaks 
of  diseases. 

During  the  year  no  necessity  has  arisen  for  the  disinfection  of  any 
verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.  Routine  Disinfections  of  infected 
premises  and  articles  have  been  carried  out  by  Sanitary  Inspectors 
immediately  on  the  removal  of  infected  persons. 

No  special  local  action  has  been  taken  to  improve  the  facilities  for 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  in  the  District. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment 
of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  of  the  eyes.

In  the  Eastry  area  the  Council  scheme  for  tlie  collection  and  disposal 
of  domestic  refuse  is  working  satisfactorily.  Disposal  is  by  “ controlled 
tipping  ” at  a site  at  Poison  Cross,  near  Eastry.  The  system  is  working 
well. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Dover  R.D.  No  action  has  so  far  been  taken  on  the  report  of  the 
Drainage  Engineer  in  regard  to  the  drainage  of  Capel  le  Feme  and 
Hougham. 

Eastry  R.D.  The  plants  at  Dam  Bridge  and  Elvington  continue  to 
work  satisfactory.  The  re-construction  work  at  Minster  is  now  completed 
and  the  plans  for  the  reconstitution  of  the  Works  at  Ash  have  received 
the  approbation  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Work  is  well  in  hand  on  this  scheme.

First  Aid  Parties.  Three  first  aid  parties  of  five  men  each 
(including  car  driver)  with  appropriate  reserves  have  been  arranged  for  as

EASTRY  R.D.  A.R.P.  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  Deputy  Clerk  and  A.R.P.  Officer,  Mr.  Fvans  and  I have  agreed 
the  following  scheme  for  the  Rural  District  after  close  consideration. 
The  proposals  have  been  accepted  by  the  Countv  Council  but  are  still 
awaiting  approval  by  the  Ministr>^  of  Health. 


CASUALTY  SERVICES. 

First  Aid  Parties. 

Nine  parties  of  five  men  each  (including  car  driver)  have  been 
allotted  to  the  Rural  District  with  a 50%  reserve.  50%  of  these  ma^^ 
be  employed  whole-time  in  wartime. 

One  of  these  parties  will  be  stationed  in  each  of  the  following 
Parishes  : — 

iMinster.  Nonington  Kythorne. 

St.  Nicholas.  Ash.  Eastry. 

Wingham.  Northboume.  Woodnesborough. 

Some  90  men  have  been  enrolled,  the  majority  of  w’hom  are  fully 
trained  in  First  Aid  and  Anti -Gas  measures. 

Nine  cars  hav^e  been  earmarked  for  use  by  these  parties  and  particulars 
have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Council  for  transmission  to  the 
Traffic  Commissioners. 

In  the  event  of  the  full  quota  of  whole-time  men  not  being  secured 
the  part-time  men  in  the  areas  will  be  asked  to  arrange  a duty  rota 
in  the  respective  Parishes. 
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Ambulances. 

Eleven  ambulances  (improvised)  have  been  allotted  to  the  Rural 
District  with  40  women  as  drivers  and  attendants  and  a 25%  reserve. 
50%  of  these  may  be  employed  full-time  in  wartime.  Late  instructions 
permit  that  a proportion  of  the  drivers  may  be  men.  Eleven  vehicles 
have  been  earmarked  for  this  purxwse  and  ])articnlars  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  County  Council  for  submission  to  the  Traffic  Commissioners. 

One  ambulance  will  be  stationed  at  each  village  where  there  is  a 
first-aid  party  with  the  exception  that  there  will  be  two  ambulances  at 
Eastry  and  Minster.  In  the  event  of  war  these  two  extra  vehicles  will 
be  held)  in  reserve. 

These  vehicles  will  all'  be  fitted  with  the  special  type  of  metal  fitment 
for  stretchers. 

A sufficient  number  of  volunteers  for  this  purpose  have  been  enrolled 
most  of  whom  are  trained  in  first-aid  and  anti-gas  measures.  Training 
in  driving  these  vehicles  under  war  conditions  (wearing  respirators  and 
with  dimmed  lights)  is  being  arranged.  As  public  roads  cannot  be  used 
for  this  training,  permission  has  been  obtained  to  use  the  private  roads 
on  the  Sandwich  Bay  Estate  for  the  purpose.  The  old  ambulance  taken 
over  from  the  Thanet  Hospital  Board  will  be  used  for  training. 

In  the  event  of  the  full  quota  of  whole-time  volunteers  not  being 
secured  part-time  volunteers  will  be  asked  to  arrange  a rota  of  duty  in  each 
parish. 

Cars  for  sitting  casualties. 

Seven  cars  with  13  drivers  and  a 25%  reserve  have  been  allotted  to 
the  Rural  District.  50%  of  the  drivers  may  be  employed  whole-time  in 
war-time.  One  car  will  be  allotted  to  each  of  the  first  aid  parties  except 
in  Woodnesborongh  and  St.  Nicholas.  In  the  event  of  the  full  quota  of 
whole-time  drivers  not  being  secured  the  part-time  volunteers  wall  be 
asked  to  arrange  a rota  of  duty. 

First  Aid  Posts. 

Normally  these  would  be  annexed  to  Casualty  Clearing  Hospitals 
but  the  First  Aid  Post  at  the  Pithead  Baths  at  vSnowdown  was  approved 
by  the  Home  Office  and  will  almost  certainly  be  allowed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

This  post  which  is  ready  for  use,  will  serve  an  area  wdth  a radius 
of  some  3 miles. 

This  post  will  be  staffed  as  follows  : — One  doctor  and,  if  possible, 
one  trained  nurse;  7 men  and  33  wmmen,  with  a 25%  reserve,  all  part 
time  and  working  in  3 shifts.  This  staff  will  be  trained  in  first  aid 
and  anti-gas  measures  and  also  as  far  as  possible  will  receive  a course 
of  training  in  accordance  with  a S3dlabus  drawn  up  by  the  Central 
Emergency  Committee  for  the  Nursing  Profession. 

The  doctor  in  charge  of  the  post  will  be  paid  an  annual  fee  and  will 
be  responsible  for  supervising  the  training  of  the  personnel. 
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iVnother  First  Aid  Post  will  be  established  at  Minster  in  connection 
n'ith  the  Pnblic  Assistance  Institution  which  it  is  understood  will  be  a 
Casualty  Clearing  Hospital. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  enrol  a further  number  of  volunteers  for 
service  at  these  posts. 

Mobile  Aid  Posts. 

In  addition  to  the  fixed  Aid  Posts  at  Snowdown  and  Minster,  the 
Rural  District  will  be  served  by  Mobile  I^nits  based  on  the  Hospitals  at 
Deal  and  IMinster.  A Mobile  Unit  consists  of  a large  vehicle 
which  will  cari'y  the  same  equi])nient  as  a Fixed  Post  and  a ,d^^ctor 
and  nurse.  The  Mobile  Unit  will  carry  the  doctor,  nurse  and 
equipment  to  any  place  where  they  are  needed.  Treatment  would  then 
be  given  in  a convenient  building  such  as  a Depot  for  First  Aid  Party. 
Such  buildings  have  been  eannarked  in  each  of  the  nine  i^arishes  already 
mentioned  and  have  been  inspected  and  found  suitable  for  the  i)ur]^ose. 
Eighteen  women  auxiliaries  will  be  required  for  each  jMol)ile  ITnit;  they 
will  be  part-time  and  work  in  3 shifts. 

First  Aid  Points, 

It  is  iwssibU  that  not  many  First  Aid  Points  will  be  allotted  for  the 
Rural  District.  This  however  is  not  of  much  significance  for  the  only 
equipment  allowed  would  be  a First  Aid  box  costing  about  kl.  The 
District  Council  at  a very  small  expense  could  have  as  many  of  these 
Points  as  it  chooses  but,  in  excess  of  the  allotted  number,  the  cost  will 
not  rank  for  grant.  In  this  regard  it  must  be  remembered  that  during 
the  Crisis  12  First  Aid  boxes  were  purchased. 

Sufficient  women  have  been  trained  to  serve  in  any  authorised  Points 
and  also  in  any  other  Points  which  the  Council  mav  i)ermit. 

Casualty  Hospitals. 

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  these  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

So  far  as  the  District  is  concerned  it  is  understood  that  the  Puldic 
Assistance  Institution  at  IMinster  will  be  used  as  a Casualtv  Clearing 
Hospital.  So  far,  I have  not  heard  that  any  use  will  be  made  of  the 
Eastr}^  Institution,  nor  has  anything  been  decided  in  regard  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Eastr^^ 

First  Aid  and  Home  Nursing  Training. 

I have  personally  trained  some  70  women  in  First  Aid  and  Home 
Nursing  in  the  Rural  District  of  whom  about  90%  have  passed  the 
necessary  examinations  and  obtained  the  proficiencv  certificates  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society.  A numbei  of  other  women  have  received 
instruction  in  various  parts  of  the  District.  Arrangements  for  instructing 
the  Wardens  in  the  District  in  elementary  First  A.id  as  laid  down  have  been 
made  with  qualified  instructors  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  1938. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

The  District  is  bounded  roughly  as  follows : — On  the  north  by 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Bridge-Blean  and  Eastry  and  the  Urban  District 
of  Deal.  On  the  east  by  the  sea.  On  the  south  by  the  Borough  of 
Dover,  the  sea  and  the  Borough  of  Folkestone,  and  the  west  by  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Klham  and  Bridge-Blean. 

The  surface  of  the  District  is  irregular  and  hilly,  varying  in  height 
from  some  600  feet  above  O.D.  in  the  south-west  to  about  50  feet  above 
O.D.  in  the  north-east.  The  surface  soil,  which  is  mainly  loamy  with  a 
proportion  of  stiffish  clay,  directly  overlies  the  chalk  which  constitutes 
the  sub-soil.  Although  the  Kent  coalfield  underlies  the  northern  part 
of  the  District  and  the  existence  of  an  extensive  deposit  of  iron-ore  has 
been  proved,  neither  of  these  substances  is  yet  being  worked  in  the 
District.

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Unfit  Dwelling  Houses. 

Fifty-three  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  or  Housing  Acts;  twenty-eight  were  inspected  and  recorded  under 
the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925. 

Forty-one  were  found  not  to  be  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for 
human  habitation.  Six  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 

Thirty-eight  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  by  private  enter- 
prise without  State  assistance  under  the  Housing  Acts.

Scavenging. 

The  removal  of  domestic  refuse  and  excrement  in  the  Parishes  of 
St.  Margaret’s-at-Cliffe,  Ringwould  and  Kingsdown,  Temple  Ewell  and 
Sibertswold,  is  effected  by  scavengers  appointed  for  the  purpose.  In  the 
remainder  of  the  area  the  inhabitants  dispose  of  the  refuse  by  digging 
it  in  on  land  in  the  vicinity  of  their  dwellings.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Eighteenth  Annual  Rej^ort  on  the 
Health  and'  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the  year  1938. 

Natural  aind  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

The  District  is  bounded  as  follows  : On  the 
north  by  the  sea  between  Herne  Bay  and  Margate 
Physical  Features  and  and  by  part  of  the  boundary-  of  Margate;  on  the 
General  Character  of  east  by  the  boundary  of  Ramsgate,  the  sea,  the 
the  District.  boundary  of  Deal,  and  part  of  the  boundary  of 

Dover  R.D.;  on  the  south  b}'  the  boundary  of  the 
Dover  R.D.;  and  on  the  west  by  the  boundary 
of  the  Bridge -Blean  R.D. 

The  surface  of  the  District  is  irregularly  undulating  and  is  traversed 
by  the  River  Stour.  It  is  highest  at  its  north  and  south  parts  and  lowest 
in  the  Llarsh  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  River  Stour. 

The  surface  geology  is  varied;  an  extensive  deposit  of  Alluvium 
occupies  the  Stour  Valley.  Mostly  Marshland,  this  for  some  90  per  cent., 
is  pasture,  and  the  remainder  arable.  Extending  from  Deal  to  the  north 
of  the  Stour  is  an  area  of  blown  sand  some  four  miles  long  by  half  a 
mile  wide.  On  this  are  situated  the  three  famous  Golf  Einks — Royal 
St.  George’s,  Royal  Cinque  Ports  and  Prince’s.  The  extensive  sands 
of  the  fore-shore  of  this  area  are  frequented  by  thousands  of  persons  during 
the  summer  for  bathing  and  other  recreations.  Practically  the  whole 
of  the  high  ground  adjoining  the  Stour  Valley,  especially  to  the  south,  is 
covered  by  a layer  of  Thanet  and  Woolwich  beds,  forming  some  of  the 
richest  agricultural  land  in  the  District.  Throughout  the  District  there 
are  deposits  of  Brick  Earth,  Flint,  Gravel,  and  Sand.  The  main  part 
of  the  Kent  Coal  Field  underlies  the  District,  and  coal  is  being  worked 
at  Betteshanger,  Snowdown  and  Tilmanstone.

The  yearly  analysis  of  the  crude  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths 
received  from  the  Registrars  reveals  that  chere  is  a fairly  satisfactory 
rise  in  the  “ Natural  Increase  ” in  the  population,  from  108  in  1937  to 
136  in  the  year  under  review. 

The  “ Natural  Increase  ” in  the  indigenous  population  has  risen  to 
thirty-two. 

The  increase  in  the  mining  population  has  declined  slightly. 

This  is  entirely  due  to  the  marked  decrease  in  both  the  Birth  Rate 
and  the  number  of  Births. 

My  remarks  in  previous  years  in  regard  to  the  mining  element  of  the 
population  tending  to  become  the  prepondering  element  are  being  con- 
firmed by  each  of  these  analyses. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  again  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year.  The  decrease  was  general,  all  diseases  showing 
lessened  incidence.  This  was  especially  so  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
but  Tuberculosis  showed  a slight  increase.  vSeveral  of  the  cases  came  to 
the  District  already  afflicted  ivith  Tuberculosis. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty-seven  cases  were  notified.  They  were  all  of  a mild  t^^pe  and 
occurred  sporadically  and  at  no  time  became  epidemic.  I was  able  to 
isolate  only  4 of  the  cases  at  home. 

Diphtheria. 

Nineteen  cases  were  notified.  Sixteen  of  these  occurred  among  the 
inmates  of  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Eastry  and  one  other  case 
was  probably  infected  by  contact  with  these.  The  other  two  cases  were 
sporadic  and  no  source  was  found. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Three  cases  were  notified. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

The  case  notified  was  doubtful  in  nature. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  notifications  during  the  year  were  satisfactorily  low.

Number  of  Premises  Disinfected  : 69. 

Number  of  Batches  Clothing,  Etc.,  Disinfected  : 69. 

Action  Under  the  Provisions  of  the  Shops  Actj,  1934. 

Systematic  inspection  of  the  Shops  in  the  District  is  being  carried 
out  and  owners  are  being  communicated  with  in  regard  to  sanitary 
accommodation . 

Water  Supply. 

There  are  in  the  District  some  727  premises  not  connected  to  public 
water  supplies,  while  approximately  5,050  have  main  supplies.  No 
important  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Drainage  amd  Sewerage. 

Approximately  1,861  premises  are  connected  to  drainage  systems  and 
1,658  to  cesspools.  In  addition,  there  are  some  2,185  pail  closets  and 
103  earth  closets  or  privy  middens  (of  the  latter  very  few  exist).  The 
sew’^age  plants  at  Dam  Bridge  and  Elvington  are  working  satisfactorily. 

The  reconstruction  works  at  the  iMinster  installation  is  completed 
and  the  reconstruction  of  the  system  for  the  drainage  of  Ash  is  well  in  hand. 

I trust  that  my  remarks  in  my  last  report  in  regard  to  the  advisability 
of  drainage  schemes  being  considered  for  Eastry  and  Wingham  will  not 
be  forgotten. 

Scavenging. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  refuse 
in  a large  part  of  the  area.  The  method  of  disposal  is  by  “ controlled 
tipping”  at  Poison  Cross,  near  Eastry.  The  system  is  working  well. 
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Hop-Pickers’  Huts. 

These  were  found  to  be  well  conducted.  Minor  defects  found  were 
remedied.  No  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  in  the  camps  during 
the  season. 

Offensive  Trades. 

The  Horse-slaughtering  business  was  well  conducted.  No  complaints 
were  received  in  regard  to  it.  Minor  defects  were  remedied. 

Schools. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  was  satisfactory. 

Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Mr.  Buddie  and  Mr.  Meacher,  as  usual,  have  been  unfailing  in  their 
assistance  and  co-operation  and  I seize  this  annual  opportunity  to  express 
my  indebtedness  and  thanks  to  them.  The  summary  of  the  Inspectors’ 
report  included  above  indicates  the  volume  of  work  they  have  performed 
during  the  year.  A.R.P.  has  added  largely  to  their  duties  in  addition.
